To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune : 

Again demagogues are trying to array tho 
Germans against law and order and the consti- 
tuted authorities, with special reference to our 
worthy Mayor, Joseph Medill, for most properly | 
exercising, in the present emergency, the pow- 
ers to him legally delegated. No doubt, at the 
bottom of all this are the Liquor Leaguers and 
gamblers, united, and making common cause.

As itis 
probable that there will soon be a demand for aa 
extravagant allowance, in place of the franking 
privilege which has been taken away, the simplest 
and best plan would be to fix the salaries of Con- 
gressmen at arate which ehall include and ex- 
clude all allowances. This plan would be the 
cheapest for the country in the end. 


Though General Dix is not a member of Con- 
gress, it is not fit that the testimony which has 
been brought out concerning his connection 
with the Union Pacific Railroad should pass un- 
noticed. General Dix was a man of high 
standing and extended influence. His name was 
sought for use as President of the road, and he 
was offered therefor $50,000 worth of stock as 
a gratuity, besides a large annual salary. It 
wes understood that Durant and Bushnell wore 
to do the work. General Dix took the pay, how- 
ever, and was subsequently retired. He became 
Minister to Franee, While in that position, he 
sent back to his New York attorney the 850,- 
000 worth of stock, at that time quoted as worth 
about one-third of its par value, and instructed 
him to see that it was bought back at a good, 
round figure. General Dix’s attorney then re- 
ceived $50,000 in money for the stock which had 
been given to him in the first instance,—for all 
of which he practically rendered no service. 
Such, at all events, is the sworn testimony of Mr. 
Spence, formerly Assisiant Treasurer of the 
Union Pacific Railréad. If true, it furnishes 
another chapter in the general demoralization 
which attended the building of the Pacific

can be no more distressing evidence of the decay 
of virtue than the absence of all respect for the 


obligations of sworn statements. 


In Iowa, a person of previously high standing 
held the offices of Treasurer of the State aud 


Treasurer of the College Fund. He stood high 


las a gentleman of moral and religions culture. 
He used the funds of the State, and lost them. 
To. protect his suroties, he transferred the 
College Fund to replace the State money, 
and then acknowledged à deficit as Treasurer 
of the College d, for which office 
he had given no official bond. He 
made his sworn statement that he had 


never used any of the State funds; but tho testi- 


mony to the contrary is overwhelming. Senator 
Patterson, of New Hampshire, made solemn 
oath more than once that he had not held any 
Credit Mobilier stock, and had received no divi- 
dend; in proof to the contrary, his written re- 
ceipts were produced, and also his letters im- 
ploring Ames to save him by false swearing. 
Mr. Patterson has been a Professor of Dart- 
mouth College, W. orthodox y in its strongest 
phases is a fundamental principle. Mr. Gar- 
field, Mr. Dawes, and Mr. Kelley,—three men 
holding the highest positions, politically and 
socially,—have made oaths concerning their in- 
terest in this Credit Mobilier matter, which 
oaths have been flatly contradicted by the oath- 
vouchers of Oakes Ames.

try. We have regiment of other persons, ex-

be produced who will swear to the most revolt- 
ing falsehoods in order to secure the escape 
of their friend. Bat here, among the 
choicest statesmen of the country, men who 
have nothing in common with the rabble og the 
dishonest classes; men who enjoy National rep- 
utations, and are conspicuous for their interest 
in religious and other moral reforms, who pre- 
sent themselves before the country voluntarily 
Swearing in the most positive manner to siate- 
ments which are not only irreconcilable, but are 
intended to be contradictory of each other. 
There is not, as is often the case, room for sup- 
posing that these persons have made mistakes; 
that their memory is at fault, and that they hon- 
estly believe what they say. All of them would 
resent this as worse than conviction of false- 
hood. Each makes his solemn oath, and de- 
mands that the country shall accept that oath | 

the truth, no matter how many oaths nor how 


much testimony may be produced to 
prove it. | | 
If any were to make it known that 


twenty or thirty roughs and vagrants were ac- 
customed to meet daily and engage in reckless 
assertions under the form of an oath, which as- 
sertions were in.the solemn manner de- 
nied by others of the gang, it is possible that an 
outraged moral feeling of the community would 
demand the interposition of the police, and their 
Prosecution for blasphemy, if not for false- 


swearing. Has the invocation of the Almighty 


to attest the truth of an assertion lost its 
‘solemnity ? Does the form of an oath any longer 
‘porsess a sanctity in the estimation of the 
‘swearer? Is oath-taking absolutely reduced to 
‘s mere senseless, meaningless formality? Is 
swearing as test of truth utterly idle? Can we 
no longer give any more weight to a sworn 
statement than to one not sworn? Have

we lost all reverence for the sanctity of the sol- 
emn appeal to Divine knowledge of truth, or is 
swearing, even among the highest of the land, 
reduced to a disgusting struggle to bluff, bully, 
aud browbeat opposing witnesses. 

Can the country, can human society, afford to 
part with the obligation of oaths? What is 
there left between the strong and the weak, the 
humble and the exalted, if men, the educated, 
religious, and exalted, ect aside the sanctity of 
oaths, and swear with facility and recklessness 
to whatever is necessary to make out, their 
cases? Sad and mournful will be the day when 
it is established that osths, as an attestation 
of truth, are no longer respected, and when 
men will stand day after day with uplifted hands, 
calling upon God to witness the truth of that 
which in not only false, but known to be false by 
the swearer, Who is there that can complain if 
the poor, uneducated, and unfortunate classes, 
who, in want, disgrace, and in crime, to protect 
themselves, or to buy bread, or escape death, 
shali disregard the sanctity of an oath, when in 
the highest places, among the wisest, purest, 
and most zealous moralists of the day, there dre 
such exhibitions as are made daily in all parts of 
the country ? 

‘NEW YORK CANAL POLICY, 

Mr. Jarvis Lord, a member of the New York 
Senate, in a speech opposing any reduction of 
the tolls on the Erie Canal, declared that the 
“simple question is, whether the farmers of 
New York are to be taxed to carry the products 
of the farmers of the Western States to market.“, 
The State of New York has been refunded by the 
farmers of the West every dollar expended on 
the Erie Canal, whether for construction, en- 
largement, repairs, or management, and $30,- 
000,000 more. Because the State of New York 
has built other canals which do not pay the sala- 
ries of the toll-gatherers, much less the annual 
cost of repairs, Mr. Lord insists that the West 
shall pay also for all these other canals, which 
are never used. 

The farmers of the West have not only paid 
the State of New York the whole expenditure of 
the Erie Canal twice over, but they are willing 
to pay still further if the State of New York will 
enlarge that canal so that they can send their 
products by it to market. The Erie Canal has 


| the capacity to move about one bushel of bread- 
- stuffs to the ten that are offered; the result is 


that, as only one-tenth of the freight offered can 
be takon by canal, the freights on that amount 
are just what the boat-owners choose to demand. 
During 1872 the rate of freight from Buffalo 
to New York by canal was 18 cents per bushe} 
for corn, when the corn itself was seil- 
ing in Iowa for 15 cents per bushel, 
Ihe inadequacy of the Erie Canal has the 
effect, by limiting the amount- that can be for- 
warded, to raise the rates of lake freights. If 
the canal was enlarged so as to carry six bushels 
where it now carries one, the amount of grain 
sent by ‘lake would increase correspondingly. 
This would, of course, necessitate an increase of 
e steamers and sail vessels. But, if the 
bad the capacity to take all the freight 
asst offered, then ten bushels would go 
forward to the one that is now sent, and the 
of freight both on the lakes and the canalé, 
being open to competition, would be so materi- 
ally reduced as to adda large inerease to the 
value of the corn in the hands of the pro- 
ducer. Having waitod so many years in vain 
for any liberal or rational policy on the 
part of the State of New York, the 
West now turns hopefully to she Dominion of 
Canada, where a broader spirit prevails, and 
where already the enlargement of the Welland 
and other canals has been begun, and where 
they do not hesitate to tax themselves to secure 
the trade of the farmers of the West. That 
great work will be prosecuted with vigor, and 
when the St. Lawrence shall be navigable for 
our steamers and larger craft from Chicago to 
Montreal, Senator Lord will not be afflicted with 
taxes for carrying our breadstuffs to New York. 
Then there will be free navigation to the ocean, 
and New York may revel in the proceeds of her 
thirteen canals whic do not even now, at high 
rates of toll, pay the salaries of the gate-keepers 
and toil-gatherers. | 
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THE MODOC WAR. 

One of the most remarkable episodes in the 
recent conflicts with our border tribes has been 
the spirited, and thus far successful, manner in 
which the Modoc Indians, under the leadership 
of Captain Jack, Black Jim, and Scar-Faced 
Charley, have resisted the efforts of the Govern- 
ment forces to place them upon their reserva- 
tion. Their success derives additional im- 
portance from the fact that it may cause at any 
time a stampede of the Southern Oregon In- 
dians, 2,500 in number, who are kept in check 
only by a handful of soldiers, and may lead to a 
general Indian war, in which all the tribes of 
California and Oregon may vet partici- 
pate. The correspondents now in the 
field have furnished many interesting lot- 
ters touching the recent conflicts, from 
which we glean a connected history of the Modoc 
troubles, from their inception to the defeat of 
Colonel Wheaton, which occurred on the 17th 
ult. Tho first Modoc disturbances took place in 
1855, in which year 8 combination was formed 
among the Indians of California, Oregon, and 
Washington Territory. The war, however, had 
no definite result, as at its close the Indians 
still held their territory. Since that time, little 
bas been beard of the Modocs, although they 
have always been unfriendly to the whites. They 
first extered into formal relations with the 
United States in 1856, when « treaty was sub- 
mitted to them and discussed until 1871, in 
which year s large tract was set apart for them 
with the Klamaths and the Tahooskin band of 
Snake Indians in the southern part of Oregon. 
A part of the Modoes settled upon the reserva- 
tion, but the remainder, under Captain Jack, 
refused to do so. The treaty was finally sub- 
mitied to Captain Jack for ratification, and he 
was induced to remove to the reservation. The 
Modocs remained there but a very shori time, 
when trouble arose between them and the 
Klamaths. The Modocs were soon off again, and 
commenced a general system of plun ering and 
marauding. On the 12th of last April, Superin- 
tendent Odeneal was ordered to remove them to 
the reservation, peaceably if he could; if not, 
then forcibly. The Governor of California ree- 
ommended that 3,000 acres of their own land 
be given them, but the Government insisted 
upon their removal to the Klamath Reservation. 
The Superintendent, upon the receipt of 
his orders, at once directed Agent 
Dyar, of the Klamath Reservation, and 
Iyon D. Applegate, Commissary in charge of 


Camp Yainax, to have an interview with the 


Modoc Chiefs, and persuade them to go to the 
Klamath Reservation. In pursuance of these 
instructions, the interview was had on May 14, 
at the military camp on Lost River. Every ar- 
gument was used to influence Captain Jack, but 


| 


it was of no avail. The Superi tendent then set 
about to see that they were removed. He went 


December last, and meantime had ordered Col- 
onel Wheaton to be in readiness with troops, 
to assist in the removal. Oaptain Jack, how- 
ever, suspected that the Superintendent intend- 
ed to arrest him and his Chiefs at this meeting, 


and sent word that he had talked enough 


and would not come, and he kept his word. The 


| whole business was theh entrusted to Major 


John Green, commanding the post at Fort Kla- 
math. Instructions to be in readiness were also 
sent to Colonel Wheaton, at Camp Warner. On 
the 28th of December, Major Green sent Cap- 
tain Jackson, with thirty men, from the Kla- 
math Reservation, with instructions to reach 
Captain Jack’s camp as soon as possible, expect- 
ing that the Modocs would surrender at once. 
On that same night, the Modocs sallied out of 
their camp and murdered eleven white men. 
The next morning, Captain Jackson’s men came 
up with the Modocs and informed them that 
they had come to induce them to go to the res- 
ervation, and explained to them the folly 
of fighting, to which the Indians replied 
by at once firing upon the troops. The battle 
lasted two hours, without serious result to either 
party. After the fight, the Modocs easily made 
a retreat and went into camp at Lake Tule, near 
the Oregon boundary. Outrages continued. 
Supply teams were intercepted and the supply 
guards were murdered. Settlers falling into the 
hands of the Modocs were either murdered or 
horribly maltreated. Reinforcements were sent 
for, and Colonel Wheaton determined to go to 
the spot in person. On the 13th ult., he ordered 
Captain Bernard to attack the Modocs on the 
17th, while he, coming upon them from the 
other side, would engage them after 
they were driven back. The Indians, 
however, were not driven back. They 
flung away their clothing, divested themselves 
of everything which could impede them, and, 
fighting naked among the rocks, drove the 
troops back, with heavy loss to the latter in 
killed and wounded. Now, there is talk of a 
parley with the Modocsin the face of defeat, 
and with a very reasonable prospect that 2,000 or 
3,000 more Indians, encouraged by the success 
of Captain Jack, may make common cause with 
him. The United States Government is- 
sued a peremptory order that the Mo- 
doo Indians should be removed to the 
Klamath Reservation, and this should be done, 
and done at once, if it takes the entire army of 
the United States to doit. If the Government 
now recedes from its position, o in any way com- 
promises with these savages, it cannot hope to 
have any control of them hereafter, and, at the 
same time, it offers an inducement to the other 
Indians in California and Oregon, who have no 
love for the whites, to defy the orders of Reser- 
vation Superintendents and do as they please 
about occupying grounds. It is time that the 
Government abandoned its vacillating policy, 
and put an end to the Modoc war in a summary 
manner. It is plainly evident that talking

THE ANGLO-RUSSIAN QUESTION. 

There appears to be some misapprehension in 
this country as to the advance alleged to have 
been made by the Russians into Afghanistan, on 
the strength of a London telegram that Abdul 
Rahman had taken the Fort of Hissar. There 
can be no doubt that the Hissar alleged to have 
been taken by Abdul Rahman is not the Baba 
Hissar, as was first supposed, which is the forti- 
fied palace in the City of Cabul, the Capital of 
Afghanistan, nor, in fact, any place in Afghanis- 
tan. There are several cities bearing the name 
of Hissar in India and in Central Asia; but, 
from the nature of the circumstances, the His- 
sar referred to in those telegrams can be 
no other than the one in Turkistan, 
distant from Cabul in a northwesterly direction 
about 800 miles. The City of Samarcand, which 
is subject to the Russians, lies in a northwest- 
erly direction about 150 miles distant from 

As to the prospects of war between Englard 
and Russia, it is doubtful whether the capture of 
Hissar alone by Abdul Rahman will be the im- 
mediate cause of war; but that there maybe war 
between England and Russia, at no very distant 
date, is almost acertainty. This Abdul Rahman, 
the alleged captor of Hissar, is a Prince of the 
reigning family of Afghanistan,—either a son, 
cousin, or nephew of the reigning Ameer, it does 
not matter which. His claim to the throne of 
that country is as good as that of 
the reigning Amoer, and he was, in 
consequence, banished from that country for 
political reasons five or six years ago. He has, 
ever since, led an adventurous life in Turkistan, 
having sometimes large armies following his 
lead. He has at other times been without a 
single follower, and pursued by his enemies. 
He has repeatedly implored the British Govern- 
ment in India for aid to place him on the throne 
of Cabul, but that Government has always de- 
clined to take any part in the internal dissen- 
sions of Afghanistan; and it is, therefore, not 
at all surprising that he should have applied to 
Russia for help, who probably may be only too 
glad to attach to her interests a man who may be 
made to play an important part in certain oon 
tingencies hereafter. 

That the Russians afforded him any direct 
assistance with troops to capture Hissar seems 
very unlikely; but they may Lave supplied him 
with money and given him their moral support, 
and thus placed him in a position to raise fresh 
armies. This conquest, if it has taken place, 
cannot therefore be regarded as a direct and 
open act of hostility to Engiand. Moreover, it 
must have been made before intimation of Eng- 
land’s protest bad reached that country. 

The advance of Russia through Turkistan 
has been very steady ever since the Crimean 
war; and the position of the British Govern- 
ment has been one of watchful neutrality. Eng- 
land has not objected to the advance of Russia 
along the River Amo (the ancient Oxus), nor 
to the conquests of Bokhara and Samarcand, al- 
though applied to for help by the rulers of those 
countries. The British Government desires no 
conquests in Central Asia. Although it bas had 
repeated opportunities to take Afghanistan, and 
the Khans of Khiva, Samarcand, and Bokhara 
have tendered submission to England, in return 
for her support against Russia, she has ro- 
fused: all such offers. The boundary of her 
empire in India is the Soleiman range of moun- 
tains on the west, with control of the Khyber 
and Bolan passes. Thus, while desiring no gc- 
quisition of territory in Central Asia, the British 
Government has, in the interests of civilization, 
even regarded with satisfaction the Russian 
advance to Bokhara and Samarcand; and, as 
long as Russia confines hersclf to these coun- 
tries, she will probably meet with no resistance 
from England: but the moment she goes be-

yond, she is liable to become a menace to the 
British empire in India. What seems 
to have done is, to lay down to Russia a certain 
line, up to which she may do as she likes, but 
beyond which she must not go. 4
